Victim's death Halifax's 7 th murder 


Halifax can mark off its sev¬ 
enth homicide of the year, 
and its third murder in May 
alone, now that a young man 
shot last week in North Pre¬ 
ston has died of his injuries. 

Halifax RCMP said the 19- 
year-old died Wednesday 
night at Queen Elizabeth II 
Health Sciences Centre, a 
week after he was reported¬ 
ly shot in the forehead. Po¬ 
lice are not releasing the 
victim’s name until his fam¬ 
ily members have been no¬ 
tified of his death. 


Cpl. Joe Taplin, 
spokesman for the Moun- 
ties, told Metro Halifax late 
last week the victim ended 
up in hospital with critical 
injuries. But he wouldn’t 
confirm his injuries. 

He said an autopsy was 
supposed to happen Thurs¬ 
day night or Friday, adding 
investigators are analyzing 
a firearm and continue to 
talk to witnesses and per¬ 
sons of interest. 

He said officers respond¬ 
ed to a 9-1-1 call of “multi¬ 


ple shots being fired” on 
Clarence Street, off Johnson 
Road, at 10:45 p.m. last 
Wednesday. The shooting 
took place in a residential 
area, which Taplin said is 
“very concerning” to police. 

It was also the second 
shooting in the Preston 
community in a matter of 
days and one of a slew of vi¬ 
olent incidents, including 
two other homicides, that 
happened in the Halifax 
area within about a week.

Curfew for 
youth, says 
MacDonald 

Parental fines part of promise

Nova Scotia parents could 
face up to a $500 fine if 
their children under 16 are 
out alone past 1 a.m., 
according to an election 
promise made by Premier 
Rodney MacDonald Thurs¬ 
day. 

Under the proposed cur¬ 
few, youth aged 15 or 
younger who are unattend¬ 
ed between 1 and 6 a.m. 
could be stopped by police 
and taken home. 

If the problem persists, 
and officers need to go to 
the same residence continu¬ 
ously, the $500 fine may be 
given to parents, according 
to the premier. 

“Either that young person 
is in a situation where they 
are looking for trouble, or 
trouble will find them,” 
MacDonald said in making 
the announcement, next to 
a boxing ring at Paloolca’s 
Gym on Gottingen Street in 
Halifax. 

MacDonald said the 
$500 fine would be used 
as a deterrent and he 
doesn’t expect it to be 
used frequently. 

“I’m hoping that there 
will be no fines given out,” 
he said. “Perhaps some 
community service instead 
of the fine.” 

He said if parents can’t 
pay the fine, or there are 
other issues, police will 
deal with it on a case-by-

case basis. 

If a young person is out 
for a sports activity or job, 
the police will not adminis¬ 
ter the curfew, MacDonald 
added. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said Thursday 
HRP won’t 
| comment 
on cam¬ 
paign prom¬ 
ises, but 
added police 
do a lot for 
youth on 
the street. 

NDP jus¬ 
tice critic 
Bill Estabroolcs slammed 
the announcement, saying 
MacDonald is taking the 
wrong step by labelling all 
youth under 16 as crimi¬ 
nals. 

“He has decided to tar 
every youth 15 years of age 
and younger with a must- 
be-a-criminal moniker,” Es- 
tabroolcs said in a release. 
“It’s shameful, disrespectful 
to Nova Scotia youth and 
families, and against the ad¬ 
vice put forward by law en¬ 
forcement professionals.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said the curfew is a 
waste of resources. 

“It doesn’t make sense,” 
he said. “There are more se¬ 
rious issues facing justice in 
our province.”

CTV’s Atlantic headquar¬ 
ters will be opening its 
doors to the public this 
weekend as part of a 
countrywide push to 
change broadcast regula¬ 
tions and “save local tele¬ 
vision.” 

The open house, which 
will run Saturday from 
noon to 4 p.m. at the sta¬ 
tion’s 2885 Robie St. office, 
is one of many events hap¬ 
pening simultaneously 
across Canada. The events 
are part of CTV’s campaign 
to have the government 
force cable and satellite 
companies to pay for 
broadcasting its shows. 

Cable and satellite 
providers have always been 
able to rebroadcast shows 
from networks such as CTV 
without paying the net¬ 
work. That’s why even the 
most basic cable packages 
include CTV’s channel. 

For years, networks were 
able to sustain themselves 
on advertising revenues 


alone, but the business has 
changed and, according to 
Mike Elgie, vice-president 
and general manager of 
CTV’s Atlantic branch, the 
system doesn’t work any¬ 
more. 

Elgie says the crisis net¬ 
work television is facing 
has been brewing for the 
past five to 10 years, as ad¬ 
vertising revenues have de¬ 
clined. Then, as specialty 


channels became more 
popular, CTV and other 
networks found them¬ 
selves with stiff competi¬ 
tion for viewers and adver¬ 
tisers. 

The coming of the eco¬ 
nomic recession, he says, 
was “like throwing gas on 
an already-burning fire.” 

CTV is hoping to start 
putting that fire out with 
Saturday’s events. By put¬ 


ting pressure on Ottawa, it 
hopes to have Canada’s 
broadcasting regulator 
change the rules so compa¬ 
nies have to pay networks 
to air their shows. 

If that doesn’t happen 
within the next year, Elgie 
says CTV will have to save 
money by shutting down 
local TV stations, or by re¬ 
ducing how much local tel¬ 
evision it broadcasts.

As the 2009 hurricane sea¬ 
son approaches, the latest 
forecast is calling for “at or 
above normal” storm activi¬ 
ty on the Atlantic Ocean. 
But Environment Canada 
says it’s better 
to be pre¬ 
pared than to 
trust the num¬ 
bers. 

The Nation¬ 
al Oceanic 
and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration, the 
U.S. government agency 
that monitors storm activi¬ 
ty, released its forecast 
Thursday of nine to 14 
named storms, four to sev¬ 
en hurricanes and one to 
three major hurricanes. 

A spokesman for Environ¬ 
ment Canada’s Hurricane 
Centre in Dartmouth, how¬ 
ever, said “there’s nobody 
out there” who can accu¬ 
rately predict how many 
storms will come out of any 
hurricane season. Much less 
can anyone predict how 
many hurricanes will hit At-

Cristobal, Hanna, Ike, Kyle, 
and Laura. 


lantic Canada. 

“There’s really very little 
connection between what’s 
out there and what’s going 
to impact us,” Peter Bowyer 
said at a news conference 
Thursday. 

Bowyer said hurricane 
forecasts are still useful be¬ 
cause they provide “a dam 
good oppor¬ 
tunity for us 
to remind 
everybody it’s 
hurricane 
season.” 

The best 
way to begin 
preparing for the upcoming 
hurricane season is to look 
at how you might be vulner¬ 
able to the winds, waves 
and rains of a hurricane, 
Bowyer said. Bowyer also 
said each household should 
prepare a kit with supplies 
to get through at least 72 
hours, in case of emergency. 
To leam more about how to 
prepare an emergency kit, 
visit getprepared.ca. 

Hurricane season general¬ 
ly mns from June to Novem¬ 
ber, but Canada usually gets 
hit most between August 
and November.

Credit card issuers in Cana¬ 
da will have to provide a 
standard 21-day grace pe¬ 
riod on payments for new 
purchases under 
regulations being 
introduced by Ottawa, but 
the rules fall short of 
tough new U.S. 
regulations. 

The new Canadian regu¬ 
lations — part of an eight- 
point action plan — are al¬ 
so designed to improve the 
financial literacy of the 
public, Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty said Thursday. 

The 21-day grace period 
regulation was met with 
some resistance by finan¬ 
cial institutions, Flaherty 
said. 

Some card issuers were 
charging interest on new 
purchases during their 
grace periods when the 
cardholder did not pay in 
full their balance for the 
preceding month, he said. 

The new rule proposes to 
provide an interest-free pe¬ 
riod to all new purchases 
when cardholders pay in 
full in the current month, 


Other rules 

Additional rules include a 
requirement for improved 
disclosure on credit card 
contracts, advance notice of 
changes in interest rates 
and the prohibition of cer¬ 
tain debt-collection prac¬ 
tices. 

regardless of outstanding 
balances the month be¬ 
fore. 

As well, Flaherty said Ot¬ 
tawa will not move to limit 
interest rates on credit 
cards. 

“I believe in consumer 
choice,” he said. “If some¬ 
one wants a lower interest 
rate on a card, then they 
have some choices and 
they can do that.” 

In contrast, the U.S. ini¬ 
tiative prohibits arbitraiy 
rate increases, bans credit 
card issuers from raising 
rates in the first year and 
takes various other steps 
designed to prevent abuse.

As the first animated film 
to open the Cannes Film 
Festival, Pixar’s Up will 
forever own a little piece 
of history. But the film’s 
co-director, Pete Docter, 
admits that he was still a 
little bit nervous on the 
eve of the black tie and 
red carpet premiere. 

“It was scary going in,” he 
says over the telephone 
from Philadelphia. “I’d 
heard that there was a lot of 
booing over there.” (Maybe 
he’d been talking to fellow 
director Lars Von Trier.) 

One would have to be 
pretty hard-hearted to boo 
Up — opening next week 
— a typically nimble Pixar 
effort about a wizened old 
codger, Carl (voiced by Ed 
Asner) who attempts to ho¬ 
nour the adventurous spir¬ 
it of his late wife by affix¬ 
ing a phalanx of helium 
balloons to their home and 
flying to South America. 

While the film features 
numerous colourful adven¬

ture sequences, its emotion¬ 
al palette is surprisingly 
stark. An early montage 
tracing the arc of Carl’s mar¬ 
riage is unsparing in its de¬ 
piction of life’s disappoint¬ 
ments: Its hushed, heart¬ 
breaking images are about 
as melancholy as main¬ 
stream animation gets. 

“We were inspired by Su¬ 
per 8 films,” says Docter 
about this sequence. 
“There’s something about 
(Super 8 ) that’s very emo¬ 
tional, that makes it feel 
like a memory. And it’s 
even more affecting with¬ 
out sound. So we tried to

strip away the dialogue and 
the sound so that the audi¬ 
ence could bring more of 
themselves to it.” 

Some of Up’s best mo¬ 
ments are all about dia¬ 
logue, however — like the 
bits featuring a pack of 
dogs who have been fitted 
by their dastardly master 
with collars that translate 
their thoughts into speech. 

“The dogs came out of a 
different project,” Docter 
admits when it’s suggested 
that their scenes seem im-

ported from somewhere in 
deep left field. “My co-di- 
rector, Bob Peterson, wrote 
and performed such a fun¬ 
ny take on this idea that 
we just had to use it, and 
so we wove it into the sto¬ 
ry-” 

“Our hope,” he contin¬ 
ues, “was to get around any¬ 
thing that was cliche. There 
are so many films were the 
antagonists are these dark 
evil characters, and we 
wanted to flip that.” Docter 
is referring specifically to 
Beta, an imperious-looldng 
Doberman whose malfunc¬ 
tioning collar forces him to 
speak in a decidedly non-al- 
pha-dog register. 

“It was great when we 
came up with the high- 
pitched thing,” he laughs.

You have to worry about a 
movie that begins with a 
thug in a dance-battle 
showing off by shoving his 
head up his own behind.

Sunparlour Players mine the past on new disc Wave North

Longing for home, or at 
least reminiscing about it, 
has long been a favourite 
topic among songwriters. 
Joel Plaskett’s done it on 
his new record, The Weak- 
erthans famously chroni¬ 
cled their home town in I 
Hate Winnipeg, and now 
Andrew Penner, lead 
singer for the Sunparlour 
Players, has tackled this 
topic on his group's new 
record, Wave North. 

“It’s the fact that you 
leave and think about the 
areas that affected you,” 
says Penner, who grew up 
on a farm near the small 
town of Leamington, 
which is part of the Sun- 
parlour district in south¬ 
western Ontario. “If I still 
lived in the area I grew up 
in I wouldn’t be writing 
these songs.” 

One track, Battle of ’77

is, on the surface, about 
two dueling farming fami¬ 
lies separated by a road. 
While Penner’s family did¬ 
n’t literally fight with their 
neighbours, it’s still about 
the problems with small 
town life. 

“For me that song is 
about people killing each 
other with kindness in 
small towns,” he says. “All 
they do is smile and nod, 
but never really talk or en¬ 
gage.” 

Other songs can be 
more explicitly tied back 
to Penner’s personal his¬ 
tory. The song Nu¬ 
clear is about 
growing up 
near the Fer¬ 
mi 2 reactor, 
while Mersea

Community Horn Club is 
about the township the 
songwriter grew up in. 

But, while there is a 
strong sense of longing in 
these songs, he’s not 
championing where he 
came from. “This whole 
idea of nostalgia — I don’t 
think it’s about glorifying 
the place I came from. It’s 
_ more like I’m 
tiying to illu¬ 
minate it. 
When you 


put a light on something, 
it can show the beauty in 
it but that doesn’t mean 
it’s a good thing.” 

With vivid imagery and 
thoughtful lyrics strewn 
all over the record, listen¬ 
ers won’t be able to help 
think about their own 
hometowns. That’s also 
partly due to the ground¬ 
ed and folky musical style 
the group has become 
known for. It’s Neil Young- 
meets-Canadian alt-coun¬ 
try with a dash of Adam 
Duritz-lilce vocals — an 
ideal recipe for songs 
about home. 

Penner points out that 
the record’s not all about 
his past; a main theme re¬

nyone who’s not 
experienced the 
time-and-space 
disruption of jet 
lag will probably 
you that it’s all in 
your head and you should 
just buck up and get back 
to work. But if you’ve ever 
experienced massive lon¬ 
gitudinal displacement 
over a short period of 
time understand that the 
physical, mental and emo¬ 
tional effects are quite re¬ 
al. Having just returned 
from the far side of the 


planet — 12 full time 
zones away from my natu¬ 
ral reality — I can once 
again vouch that jet lag is 
very, very real. 

So before I completely 
lose it — it’ll take a few 
more days for my body 
and mind to re-sync — 
here’s what I found on my 
musical reconnaissance 
mission through South¬ 
east Asia. 

There isn't much of a 
rock scene, yet: Hong 
Kong, Thailand, Singapore 
and Malaysia are mostly 
about pop music, ballads 
and love songs. Rock 
scenes do exist, but they 
tend to be small, insular 
and confined to tiny clubs. 
That being said, they’re 
learning fast. I found sever¬ 
al bands, including A Va¬ 
cant Affair who could find 
an audience in the West

with fans who like Alex- 
isonfire. 

Bootlegging is rampant: 

Indonesia is especially rife 
with piracy, although 
there is a legitimate indus¬ 
try there as well. Super¬ 
man is Dead sounds like a 
slightly slicker NOFX. (In¬ 
teresting note; Many In¬ 
donesian record stores still 
stock pre-recorded cas¬ 
settes.) 

There's no place for big 
bands to play in Hong 
Kong: There are some out¬ 
door venues, but strin¬ 
gent noise bylaws get in 


the way. They once tried 
an experiment where 
everyone was given gloves 
to mute the applause and 
headphones so that the 
PA didn’t have to be too 
loud. Oddly, that didn’t 
work. 

Want alternative and 
metal? Try Beijing: You’ll 
find some pretty fierce 
stuff being played right 
under the noses of the Par¬ 
ty bosses in Tiananmen 
Square. The music is loud 
and very, very angry. 
Many bands sing in Man¬ 
darin or Cantonese, but 
they get the message 
across. 

And don't forget 
Malaysia: Call it the Linlcin 
Park Effect. They’re huge 
draws in places like Kuala 
Lumpur and have obvious¬ 
ly been inspiring to a good 
number of local musicians.

If you ever find yourself 
in Hong Kong, check out a 
store called Rendezvous 
Records in Star House 
(right across from the Star 
Feriy docks in Kowloon).

and sat alongside Tyra 
Banks, playing guest judge 
on previous seasons of 
ANTM. 

And while Ruiz consid¬ 
ered Canadian women con¬ 
siderably more reserved 
than their American coun¬ 
terparts before joining the 
domestic jury, he said this 
time around, things are go¬ 
ing to change.

Tarantino’s Basterds prove Inglouriously tame 


History will not repeat it¬ 
self for Quentin Tarantino. 

While his Pulp Fiction 
swept away the Cannes 
Film Festival’s Palme d’Or 
in 1994, his World War II 
action movie Inglourious 
Basterds merely continues 
the string of disappoint¬ 
ments in this year’s com¬ 
petition. 

The film is by no means 
terrible, but those things 
we think of as being Taran- 


tino-esque, the long 
stretches of wickedly fun¬ 
ny dialogue, the humour 
in the violence and out- 
sized characters strutting 
across the screen, are 
largely missing. 

In Basterds, a group of 
Jewish-American soldiers 
under the command of 
Brad Pitt’s Aldo Raine ter¬ 
rorizes Nazi soldiers in Oc¬ 
cupied France, performing 
shocking acts of savagery 


and corpse mutilations. In 
un-Tarantino manner, he 
shows little more than a 
few scalpings that earn Al¬ 
do the nickname “Apache” 
from the Germans and one 
execution by a baseball bat. 

As a matter of fact, for a 
war movie there is very lit¬ 
tle action. People talk, sol¬ 
diers scheme — the action 
comes in short bursts such 
as the machine-gunning of 
a hiding Jewish family 


through the floorboards 
and a shootout in a bistro. 

The film lacks not only 
tension but those juicy se¬ 
quences where actors de¬ 
liver lines loaded with sub¬ 
text and characters drip 
menace with icy wit. 
Tarantino never finds a 
way to introduce his vivid 
sense of pulp fiction with¬ 
in the context of a war 
movie. He is not kidding B 
movies as he was with 


Grindhouse nor riffing on 
cinema as with Pulp Fic¬ 
tion and the Kill Bill films. 

Tarantino has been quot¬ 
ed as saying of Inglourious 
Basterds, “This ain’t your 
daddy’s World War II 
movie.” In fact, it pretty 
much is. His scalp-hunters 
are any Dirty Dozen on a 
war movie mission — the 
difference is that some 
fine actors simply aren’t 
given enough to do. 


Even Pitt and Melanie 
Laurent, the film’s two 
leads, don’t get a chance to 
explore their characters. 
They are who they are the 
minute they appear on¬ 
screen, and nothing much 
changes through the film. 

In fact, in your daddy’s 
war movies, men and 
women often did undergo 
interesting transforma¬ 
tions. So perhaps Taranti¬ 
no iS right. REUTERS

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) boneless beef 
round steak, trimmed 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) each salt and 
black pepper 
Nonstick cooking spray 

2 tbsp (25 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1 can (14 oz/398 ml) low- 
sodium tomatoes, 
undrained and cut up 

2 stalks celery, sliced 1/2 
in. (1-cm) thick 

1 large yellow onion, cut 
into wedges 
3/4 cup (175 ml) frozen 
whole kernel corn 
1 1/2 tsp (7 ml) dried 
oregano leaves 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat oven to 350 F 
(180 C). Sprinkle steak on 
both sides with salt and 
pepper. Cut steak into 4 
pieces. Pound both sides 
of pieces until pieces are 
1/2 inch thick (page 116). 

2 . Coat 12-inch (30-cm) 
skillet with cooking spray. 


Heat skillet over 
moderately high heat. Add 
steak pieces and cook un¬ 
til browned, 3 minutes per 
side. Transfer to 13" x 9" x 
2" (33 cm x 23 cm x 5 cm) 
baking dish. 

3. Stir flour into skillet 
drippings. Stir in 
tomatoes, celery, onion, 
corn and oregano. Bring to 
boil over moderate heat 
and boil for 1 minute, stir¬ 
ring constantly. Pour over 
meat in baking dish. 

4. Cover and bake until 
meat is tender, 11/4 
hours. Serve meat and 
tomato mixture with 
mashed potatoes or hot 
cooked noodles.
